Coroner Elmer M. Gibbons to­ 
day said an investigation conducted 
by State’s Attorney Robert V. Wil­ 
son, Sheriff William T 
Barrett, 
Atty. D. F. Ramsey and himself 
indicated that Alex Jacobs of near 
Eldorado died after being kicked 
by bis horse. 
Jacobs’ body was found in a 
pasture yesterday morning about 
IOO yards from his house near Bis­ 
ter school south of Eldorado, by 
Louis Kato, a Harrisburg friend 
who had stopped by to visit him. 
Jacobs lived alone. 
Coroner Gibbons says he learn 
ed that Jacobs had planned to go 
to a cornfield Friday morning to 
pick corn, taking his horse hitch 
ed to a sled. 
When found he was lying near 
the sled and the horse, with har­ 
ness on, was roaming around in 
tile pasture. 
At first, Gibbons said, it was 
not known what caused the man s 
death, as there were no witnesses, 
but when the body was moved to 
the Bean and Tanner funeral home, 
discoved were a broken collar bone 
and two bruises on the chest. 
Gibbons then secured the state’s 
attorney, sheriff and Atty. Rum- 
sey, representing the family at the 
request of a relative, and the four 
went to the scene for further in­ 
vestigation. 
Marks 
on 
a sled 
board at the front of the sled re­ 
vealed the board had been kicked 
by the horse, he stated, and a 
neighbor told them that the horse 
sometimes had kicking spells. 
Gibbons said that Jacobs apnar 
'enly hemorrhaged until he died. 
He said he also learned that the 
man suffered an asthmatic heart 
condition. 
The coroner said he would hold 
no inquest, that the result of the 
inquiry conducted would be that 
Jacobs came to his death by being 
kicked in the chest by a horse. 
Mr. Jacobs is survived by three 
brothers, John, Gabor and Enoch 
Jacobs, and a sister, Barbara, all 
of Hungary, and one niece, Olga 
Cornett of New York City. 
Funeral services will be Tuesday 
at IO a. rn. at the Bean and Tanner 
funeral home. Rev. Glennon Sims, 
pastor of St. Joseph’s church.in 
Equality, will officiate and burial 
will be in Wolf Creek cemetery.

Reveal Full Denunciation of Stalin 
By Khrushchev; Says Many Killed 


WASHINGTON IP — Nikita S. 
| Khrushchev, in his now 
famous 
secret 
speech 
iii Moscow 
last 
February, denounced the late Jo­ 
sef Stalin as a “sickly suspicious" 
t y r a n t who murdered “many 
thousands” of his Red comrades 
to satisfy his half mad lust for 
“superman” power. 
The full force of Khrushchev's 
unsparing denunciation of the So 
viol dictator became known today 
when the State Department made 
public a 26,000-word text of 
the 
speech. 
Khrushchev delivered it 
Feb. 24 before stunned Red lead­ 
ers attending the 20th Congress of 
the Communist Party. 
The department cautioned that 
it “does not vouch for the authen­ 
ticity” of the 
document, 
which 
came into U. S. hands from “ a 
confidential source.” But it said 
the text is “understood to have 
been 
prepared for the guidance 
of the Communist Party leader­ 
ship outside of Russia ’’ 
The 
document 
disclosed that 
Khrushchev's post-mortem indict­ 
ment of Stalin was even more bit­ 
ter and far-ranging than was in­ 
dicated by then piecemeal leaks 
at the the time of the speech. 
Some of the newly disclosed 
Khrushchev charges: 
Stalin plotted to “do away” with 
just - resigned Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov and Trade Minister 
Anastas Mikoyan. These two “old 
Bolsheviks" would not “be here 
t o d a y ” 
had not Stalin 
died 
on 
tfarch 5. 1953. before he 
could 
carry out his plot against them. 
Fomented Tho Break 
Stalin needlessly fomented the 
1948 Kremlin break with Marshal 
Tho of Yugoslavia, and boasted 
that “ I will shake my little finger 
—and there will be no more Tho.” 


Khrushchev noted that Tito did 
not fall. In fact, he is in Moscow 
today on a make-friends visit to 
the 
new 
Russian 
leaders 
and 
pointedly snubbed Stalin s tomb by 
laying a wreath only at the tomb 
of the late Nikolai Lenin. 
Stalin ignored British warnings 
of the Nazi invasion in 1941. When 
the attack came. Stalin flew into 
a cowardly panic. His “nervous­ 
ness and hysteria” and his “blun­ 
dering" interference with military 
operations “caused our army seri­ 
ous damage" and caused hundreds 
of thousands of Russian troops to 
be slaughtered. His first order to 
the Red army was not to return 
Nazi tire—because Stalin was not 
convinced 
an invasion 
actually 
was underway. 
Khrushchev, who served in the 
Kremlin's inner circle throughout 
the terror - filled Stalin regime, 
painted a graphic picture of what 
it was like to work under a dic­ 
tator like *Sta!in. 
“Stalin was a very distrustful 
man, sickly supsicious,” 
he said. 
“He could look at a man and say: 
‘Why are your eyes so shifty to­ 
d a y ? ’ Or Why are you turning so 
much today and avoiding to Took 
me directly in the eyes . . . Every­ 
where and in everything he saw 
‘enemies,’ 
two - facers,’ 
and 
‘spies’.”
